DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As the claims 
were read and interpreted in light of specification, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose a frequency allocation scheme for optical channels transmitted via 
a WDM transmission line with alternating left side and right side filtering for adjacent 
channels comprising channels with alternating channel spacing of A and B where A<B, 
and in particular, two sets of channels orthogonally polarized where the two sets of 
orthogonal polarized channels are shifted verses each other by a value of A/2 + 8meu +/- 
20%. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
